The  Name  of  Louis  Prang 

THE  name  of  Louis  Prang  has  stood  for  "ideals"  from  the  time  he  be- 
came a  captain  in  the  unsuccessful  German  revolution  of  '48  to  the 
time  of  his  death  in    1909.     It  was  in  1850  that  he  followed  Carl 
Schurz  into  exile  and  sought  work  and  freedom  in  America.     He  found  both. 

In  1856  he  opened  in  Boston  his  first  office  as  a  color  lithographer  and  pub- 
lisher and  during  more  than  half  a  century  he  had  a  profound  and  stimulat- 
ing influence,  first  on  color  lithography,  then  on  art  publishing  and  later  on 
the  promotion  of  Art  Education  in  public  schools. 

Mr.  Prang  made  the  first  colored  reproductions  of  famous  paintings  by 
lithography  in  this  country  and  reproduced  pictures  by  Winslow  Homer, 
Louis  K.  Harlow,  Joseph  De  Camp,  F.  S.  Church,  J.  J.  Enneking,  Laura 
Hills  and  many  others.  He  published  the  first  Christmas  cards  issued  in 
America  and  offered  large  annual  prizes  for  the  best  designs,  which  were  com- 
peted for  by  such  noted  artists  as  Elihu  Vedder,  C.  C.  Coleman,  E.  H.  Blash- 
field,  Will  H.  Low,  Douglas  Volk,  T.  W.  Dewing,  J.  Carroll  Beckwith,  J. 
Alden  Weir,  Thomas  Moran,  Fred  W.  Freer  and  many  others. 

He  devoted  more  than  thirty  years  of  his  life  to  the  publication  of  Drawing 
Books  and  Text  Books  on  Art  for  the  use  of  children  in  public  schools.  He 
not  only  introduced  but  was  largely  responsible  for  the  popularizing  of  water 
colors  in  the  schools  of  this  country. 

In  all  these  undertakings  his  watchword  was  not  "good  enough"  but 
"better."  He  loved  Life  and  Beauty,  and  he  made  Life  more  beautiful 
and  Beauty  more  alive.  His  name  stands  today  as  it  has  for  more  than  half 
a  century,  for  excellence.  His  old  ideals  of  quality,  his  old  standards  of 
worth,  his  old  desire  to  be  of  public  service  still  remain.

THE  general  theory  of  Art  Education  that  underlies  the  "Progressive 
Drawing  Books"  is  not  essentially  different  from  that  which  found 
its  great  expression  in  the  "Text  Books  of  Art  Education,"  the  epoch- 
making  series  known  to  every  Superintendent  and  every  Supervisor  of 
Drawing  throughout  the  country.  The"  Progressive  Drawing  Books"  found 
their  origin  in  a  widespread  demand  for  a  simpler  presentation  of  that 
theory  in  a  scries  of  Drawing  Books  that  would  present  the  work  in  such  a 
way  that  it  could  be  easily  grasped  and  interpreted  by  the  grade  teacher. 

The  most  characteristic  feature  of  the  "Progressive  Drawings  Books"  is 
the  large  number  of  illustrations  that  show  progressive  steps,  not  only  in 
pictorial  work  but  in  decorative  and  constructive  work  as  well.  It.  for 
example,  a  nature  study  is  to  be  attempted,  the  illustrations  show  the  first 
flat  wash,  representing  the  mass  of  the  object;  then  the  addition  of  darker 
tones,  or  characteristic  markings;  lastly  the  addition  of  various  details  that 
complete  the  picture;  or  the  placing  of  stem  and  flower  head,  the  direction  of 
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Showing  Development  and  Application  of  Design 

the  brush  stroke  in  drawing  the  leaf,  and  the  completed  drawing,  are 
shown  in  successive  illustrations. 

In  decorative  and  constructive  work  the  same  progressive  steps  are 
shown — e.g.,  the  naturalistic  drawing,  the  derivation  of  a  decorative  motive 
from  the  drawing,  the  wood  block  or  stencil  made  to  apply  the  motive,  the 
application  of  the  motive  to  textile,  cardboard,  paper,  etc.,  and,  lastly,  the 
finished  object,  reproduced  in  black-and-white  or  color.  These  progressive 
illustrations  aim  to  reduce  the  difficulties  of  both  teacher  and  pupil  in  master- 
ing the  technique  of  water  color,  crayon  and  pencil,  as  well  as  the  technique 
of  applied  and  constructive  art  of  many  kinds. 

To  those  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of  advanced  instruction  in 
Drawing  and  Industrial  Art,  the  progressive  steps  are  of  the  utmost  service 
in  developing  both  skill  of  hand  and  a  clear  understanding  of  all  problems 
involved. 

Responding  to  the  demand  for  more  industrial  work,  many  new  exercises 
in  construction  and  design  have  been  suggested.  These  exercises  start  with 
the  elementary  paper  cutting  and  folding  of  the  primary  grades,  and  proceed 
to  the  more  advanced  work  of  bookbinding,  stenciling,  wood-block  printing, 
etc.,  of  the  intermediate  and  grammar  grades.  The  problems  chosen  are 
well  within  the  power  of  the  average  pupil.  They  are  thoroughly  illustrated 
in  black-and-white  and  color,  and  ofTer  an  excellent  introduction  to  element- 
ary Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Art. 

As  a  result  of  the  increasing  interest  in  pencil  work,  the  "Progressive 
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Design 


Drawing  Books"  have  been  still  further  enriched  in  the  present  edition  with 
many  new  illustrations  of  pencil  rendering,  carefully  graded  and  reproduced 
in  facsimile  of  the  original  drawings.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  new 
Planographic  Process  of  printing  by  which  these  books  arc  now  made. 

As  the  "Progressive  Drawing  Books"  are  now  offered  to  the  public,  they 
are  the  simplest  and  least  expensive  of  all  Drawing  Books  for  graded  schools 
that  can  make  any  claim  to  being  both  educational  and  artistic.  1  hev  are 
especially  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  cities  and  towns  where  the  lack  of 
special  training  on  the  part  of  the  grade  teachers  has  prevented  the  Super- 
visor of  Drawing  from  attempting  the  more  advanced  work  that  is  found  in 
the  larger  cities.

THE  "Text  Books  of  Art  Education"  need  no  introduction  to  the 
American  public.

THE  introduction  of  handicraft  into  the  elementary  schools  of  the 
United  States  has  had  a  far-reaching  effect  upon  its  public  education. 
Subsequent  developments  have  only  served  to  emphasize  the  need  for 
more  instruction  of  an  industrial  nature  and  a  closer  correlation  between  Art 
instruction  and  Manual  training.

The  presentation  of  Design  in  the  Manual  Arts  Drawing  Books  is  note-

worthy.  There  is  no  teaching  of  purely  abstract  principles,  no  non-struc- 
tural Design,  and  in  the  many  examples  presented  Design  is  invariably 
shown  in  application — in  application  to  objects  constructed  by  hand,  made 
of  stable  materials  and  fitted  to  a  definite  purpose. 

Color  is  presented  in  the  same  concrete,  tangible  way,  not  through 
abstract  principles  and  diagrams — intelligible  only  to  the  adult  mind  but  in 
application  to  constructed  objects,  as  well  as  in  examples  of  pictorial  art. 
Copious  examples  are  shown  of  beautiful  color  in  textiles,  fabrics,  objects 
of  clay,  wood,  etc.  Every  color  page  is  harmonious  and  beautiful  in  its 
relation  of  color  tones — not  only  in  the  individual  drawings  bur  in  the  effect 
of  the  page  as  a  whole. 

From  an  artistic  point  of  view  the  ''Manual  Arts  Drawing  Books"  are 
exceptionally  attractive.  Each  page  has  been  carefully  arranged.  I  he 
main  exquisite  color  drawings  have  been  faultlessly  reproduced.  Illustra- 
tions in  black  and  white  are  simple,  strong  but  remarkable  for  their  fine 
composition  and  arrangement  of  lines  and  values.  These  books  are  now 
printed  by  the  Planographic  Process,  in  which  neither  the  metal  plate  nor 
the  type  comes  in   contact  with   the  paper.     This  is  the  most  important

development  in  printing  in  twenty-five  years  and  gives  remarkable  results. 

From  a  Manual  point  of  view  the  books  are  especially  important,  because 
of  their  recognition  of  "Art  in  Industry — Industry  in  Art."  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  of  the  book  devoted  entirely  to  "Shop  Work,"  but  is  almost 
equally  true  of  the  entire  series. 

In  a  word,  the  "Manual  Arts  Drawing  Books"  are  adapted  to  both 
Art  and  Manual  Training  Departments,  for  they  not  only  present  Drawing 
and  Manual  Training  according  to  approved  technical  methods,  but  through- 
out the  series  they  emphasize  and  make  clear  the  vital  relationship  between 
these  two  important  departments  of  public  education 

If  you  are  in  search  of  Drawing  Books  that  recognize  the  Industrial  as 
well  as  the  Art  element  in  public  education,  and  that  present  coordinated 
exercises  thoroughly  illustrated,  in  Drawing,  Design,  Construction,  we  can- 
not too  strongly  recommend  these  books  to  your  attention.
